REQUESTED IN REFTEL WITH HENRI BOQUIAST, SUB- 
DIRECTOR FOR MULTILATERAL AFFAIRS AT THE MINISTRY 
OF FINANCE (TRESOR), WHO WILL BE IN MANILA. HE 
INDICATED NO CHANGE IN GOF POSITION, WHICH HE 
SUMMARIZED AS FOLLOWS. 

(A) GOF DOES NOT PLAN TO TAKE ANY INITIATIVE 

ON THE CHIREP ISSUE AND NOT AWARE OF ANY OTHER PLANS 
TO RAISE ISSUE. 

(B) IF ISSUE IS RAISED, GOF WOULD CONSIDER 

IT A MATTER FOR THE EXECUTIVE DIRECTORS RATHER 
THAN FOR GOVERNORS, BARRING SOME UNFORESEEN 
URGENCY. 
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(C) IN PRINCIPLE, GOF CONSIDERS THAT CHINESE 
SEAT WILL BELONG TO PEKING WHEN AND IF CLAIMED. 

(D) ROCOULD CEASE TO BELONG TO IMF FROM 
MOMENT OF PRC ASSUMPTION OF SEAT, BUT PRIOR 
EXPULSION OF ROC WOULD NOT BE APPROPRIATE. (GOF 
WOULD OPPOSE.) 

(E) IF ROC SUBSEQUENTLY APPLIED FOR MEMBERSHIP, 

GOF MIGHT WELL OPPOSE. 
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
